The recent gross outrages upon the rights
of eitizenstnp perpetrated in  Lounisiana by
Federal troops in obedience to the ordera of
President Grant are nol to pass without fit-
ting rebuke from the people and those whom
they have placed in authority. In additien to
the reports of indignation meetings already held
or proposed to be held, we now learn that not
less than four Governors have brought the
matter to the attention of the Legislatures of
their respective States, and called upon them
to tnke appropriate action in view of the
dangerous  precedent  established  in  the
state  House at  New-Orleans on  Mon-
dny. The men who have stepped forward to
take the lead in this movement are Governors
Gaston  of Massachusetts, Allen of Ohio,
Brown of Teanessee, and Woodson of Mis-
gouri, We expect others to follow speedily,
and that the Legislatures to which such elo-
quent appeals are addreased will respond in
protests of no uncertain sound against the in-
dignities so patiently borue by the people of

The first Intercollegiate Contest, whether con-
sidered with referenes to the ability of the
work which it evoked, or the character aud
numbers of the andience gathered to witness
it, or the enthusiasm which was displayed,
proved a much more marked and significant
success than even the best friends of the
undertaking bad anticipated. The judges
in the contest in essays gave very careful
attention to their task, and presented
a report giving at some length the reasons by
which they were gunided in awarding the
prizes. It was more difficult for the judges in
oratory to reach a satisfactory decision, and
several of the contestants, who re-
ceived no  prizea from this Com-
mittee, had the pleasure at leasi of secur-
ing the prize which every public speaker must
most cherish, the enthusiastic applanse of his
audienco. Mr. Bryant in annonncing the awards
made o graceful roference to the generous
gift of Mrs. Astor, by which the Committees
were enabled to make the prizes o handsome.
There can be little doubt that her action, and
the decided success of this first effort, will
lead to the establishment of this annual con-
test as a permanent feature of American Col-
lege life.

ANOTHER STEP BACKWARD.

Within seven months the XLIIId Congress
has passed two acts, the only practical effect
of which will be to facilitate inflation and
add to the difficulties of resumption. The one
merit of Mr. Dawes's compromise with the
Inflationists was that it put an end to the
power claimed by the President and Secretary
of the Treasury to contract and inflate the
legal-tender cireulation at pleasure, within
the limits of $44,000,000. The present bill pro-
vides for the necumulation of a similar * re-
“gerve™ of $32,000,000, and ita eponsors are
known to contemplate the reissue of it,—
probably on the occurrence of the next panic.
But besides providing for this reserve, to be
reissued in times of political or financial pres-
sure, the bill gives unlimited power to the
Seeretary of the Treasury to operate on the
prices of gold and silver. Whatever merit
there was in the act of June 22, 1874, is more
than offset by the extraordinary powers be-
stowed on the Secretary by the present act.

The two acts together can have no other effect
than to increase the inscearity of the banking
business. With the entire paper cirenlation of
the country inconvertible, and the banks exempt
from the natura] checks to the overissue of

paper money, sl aruticial resicictions are

removed, and full liberty is given to one and
all to coin nearly the whole funded debt into
paper money, and to lend out that money to
the last dollar, save only the five per cent
deposit for replacing the bills when worn out.
Is not this ample encouragement to that fatal
“facility of erodit” by banking institntions
which hina so often stimulated tho spirit of
spoculation to pass all reasonable bounds?
We warn our readers to look for mischief only
from the acta of June, 1874, and January, 1675,
It may not come m a month or a year, but
sooner or later it will come.

RUPTORE OF THE SEPTENNATE COALI-
TION,

Marshal MacMahon has grown tired of wait-
ing for the conveniencs of his Assembly, andl
on Wednesday he made his long-threatened
attempt to indoes them to take prompt action
upon his plan for the definite organization of
the Septennate. He requested the immediale
consideration of the bill for the ereation of a
Senate or Upper House, some provision for
the maintenanes of the present state of things
until 1830 in case of his death, and for the
adoption of some permanent form of govern-
ment by the tye Chambers afiR tiey sl
bave been formed. M. Batbie put the Presi-
dent’s wishes practically before the Houae
by moving that the Constitutional Dills
follow the Army bill on the order of the dav,
and priority be given to the Senate echeme.
M. Laboulaye opposed this, and in behalf of
the Left Center asked that priority be ape-
cordod to the bill for the organization of the
President’s powers. Upon this issue the Gov-
ernment was overwhelmingly  boaten,  the
Legitimists and Bonapartista voling with all
seetiona of the Left. The Houss thea pal
the Constitutional bulla on the erder of the
day next after tho Army Dbill, which is to
coma up for econsideration on Monday. The
Ministry then resigned, and the erisis seems
complete,

This resalt ean hardly bs ealled unexpeeted,
The Septennate was founded upon the most
incoherent coalition which ever effocted so im-
portant a picce of work. The ouly thing its
different factions had in eommon was their
hatred and fear of the Republic,  This was
quite auflicienl to keep them togather for the
overthrow of M. Taiers, and for the election
of Marshal MacMahon to exerciss the exec-
ulive power for a number of years, so s to
prevent the return of M. Thiers.  But there
was manifestly no such principle of eoshesion
among thein as was necessary for the estab-
lishment of a new goverament, anid it soon
broame evident that they were not serions
even in their support of the Septennate, Tiey
simply meant (hat for soven years M.
Thiera and his party should be kept oul of
the Uovernment, but that if an oppor-
tunity should ocenr for bringing in the
Comte de Coambord, or the Comte de Paris,
or the Prince Imperial, in shie mean time, they
had no idea of allowing their vote for the
Septennate to embarrass them. As soon as il
beecame evident that Marshal MaeMahon took
the matter move in earnest, aidd proposed not
only to stay out his full saven years, but also
to have his power distinetly recogaized and
organized, the mental reservations with which
the members of the Right had votad for him
were speedily brought to lighi. That thero
might be no doabt aboat the matter, the
Comte de Chambord wrote a letter forbidding
his adherents in tho Assembly to couseut to
any arrangement which should even for any
fixed timo oullaw his rights to the throue.
The Bonapartists were equally nawilling to
consent to any definite eslablishment of the
authority of MaeMahon which might pre-

judice their owa protensions.  So  that
of the eoalition  whieh  had  driven
out M. Thiera anmd volrd the Seplen-
nate, there was nothing left at the be-

ginning of the present session but the Taght
Center, It was still possible for Marshal Mac-
Mubon to obtain the invaluable support of
the Left Center, and by uniting the two Cen-
ters to secure a firm and powerful mnjority
whieh might have held its own a good while
against the Legmtimists, Bonapartists, anid ex-
treme radicals, Dut he and his advisers seem
to eberish such an ionvineible  repugnance
againat even & moderate Republie that they
could not consent to the slight modifications
of their ‘poliey required by the Left Center,
They exhansted themselves in painful and
humilinting efforts to gain the allianes of the
different sections of the Right, and wero re-
pulsed with an  arrogant obstinacy  which
onght to have made them foresee the result
of the voting on Wednesday. ‘I'ie only re-
gort within the reach of the Government secms
the dizsolution of the Assembly.

The position of Marshal MacMahon and his
supporters is, and has been ever since his eloe-
tion, entirely illogical. It rests upon no sound
basis either in the country or the Assembly.
He is supported, cordially and witk eonviction,
by only about one-third of the Assembly, and
the Assembly itself only represents abont one-
third of the voting strength of the country.
With all possible use of the machinery of ad-
ministration, his Cabinet i8 never able to re-
turn a candidate to the Assembly. By throw-
ing their whole force in favor ol the Dona-
partists, they have sueceedod in electing two
or three during the past year, but in most
cases the Republicans have chosen their rep-
resentatives by good majoritics against the
combined efforts of Septennalists, Monarchists,
and Imperialists. It is perhaps too much to
ask of a soldier so prejudiced as Marshal
MacMahon, that he should recognize the cur-
rent of public opinion which sets so power-
fully against him. But it wounld certainly be
gingular if ha should now refuse to sce how
dangerous to himself and the State Las been
bis reliannce on the two parties which have
always been ready to sacrifice him at any
moment to their respective pretenders.

18 THERE NUO HELP FOR LOUISIANA?

Congress ia in no hurry to meddle with
Lonisiana. And for that matter it never has
been. A more calm and deliberate body of
statesmen would be bard to find. And the
organs of the Administration are pretty much
of the same mind. They are not aware that
anything bas been done which ealls for speedy
action on anybody's part. And they all unite
in deprecating haste. It is only a contest be-
tween two equally bad sets of politicians gg
to who shall rule the State, they eay, and it
is not worth while to get warm over such g
matter. Sheridan is there, and we can trust
him to preserve order and keep the peace, so
let us all wait patieotly till the difficulty re-
solves itself, or the people make up their minds
to be content under the Kellogg Government.
And this is uncommonly disinterestod advice.
The geutlemen who proffer it hold all the
cards, and bave not only the game but the
whole stake in their hands, They are as calm
and serene as the Democrata of the XXXIVth
Congress were whon the Border Ruflians were
in possession of the Government of Kausas
and wero continuing thomsclves i power by

the same means that Kellogg and his asso-
ciates have used so snceessfully.

Here is a protty serious condition of affairs.
The unquestioned facts—facts of public noto-
riety, about which there can be no dispute
whatever—present a very grave and serious
question for the econsideration of Congress.
If President Gront may interfeen in the
organization of n State Legislature, as there
is no qnestion that he did interfere in Louisi-
ann, and may use the army of the United
States to ejoet members claiming seals, as
the army was used under the President's
onders, the people of other Staftea ought to
kuow il, and to know by how frail a truure
they retain the powers and privileges of local
self-government.  And this is a qnestion that
in the sober judgment o! a very patient peo-
ple will not bear being trified with or put ol
or dismissed, as not being of euflicient
consequience to interrnpt  tho  regnlar or-
der of proceedings.  For if members ol
a Lonisiana Legislaturs may be marches ont
between files of Fedoral soldiers at the will of
the President, members of any Logislatare
in the Union may beo, Ii that is to be the
opder of proecodinzs in eontested cleetfons,
there is nothing to hinder the Presideut from
|Iif[:|,[iug the ]\ulilii' il elinracter of every Log-
islature in the land. And if he may 8o con-
trol Logislitures, there ia nothing to prevent
his dictating legislition and virtually exor-
cising the funetions of law making. That is
the plain logie of it, and every intelligent
person who has watched the progress of theas
events has observed it. There may be no
dunger of it. Thers never is any dunger of
anything. IT we ramsmber rightly there was
no danzer of sccossion or war till afrer the
evenl.

Ting is eommonly understood to ba “ a free
“opuniry”  We are fond of ealling il so.
Wao talle about the righis of the people, the
frocdom of the ballot, the rule of the major-
ity, and all that sort of thing, in a eerlum
Jurge and self-conscions way, as Lhongh we
believed in oarselves and onr institntions;
and next year we are preparing to eclebrato
our Centenninl and holl ourselves up to the
admiration of the workil,  Will anybady tell
us before that event, and in the pauses of
onr self-gratulation over the succesd of o
democratie form of government—how, by what
means, through whal process, the people of
Lonisinng can recover control of their own
State? Just consudor hor sitnation. It is the
aniveranl belinf that Conservative State ofti-
cers anid Logislatare were eliosen by the peopls

in 1972, This iz the whnission of som: of the
most prominent and inflnential Adminisiration

Senators and Reproseutatives,  Tast result
was reversed by o Uaited States Judge who
has sineo resigued to avoid impoachment. The
usnrpation of the Kellozz party was snstuined
by the Federal Administration, The people of
the State bore paticntly the yoke until the
attempt was made to take away from  them
the arms which the Constitntion in 30 many
words affirms their rizht to bear. Then they
roso up and threw off the usarpation,  The
Govermuent intericied aud restorod the old
regime,

Still they were patient.  They waited till
they eoulil have the opportunity again to as-
sert their rights by the peacoful ageney of the
ballot.  Again they clected a Conservative
Lezislatare, The persons in possession of the
State Government, throagh o Returning Board
which they have eonstitutod as a part of their
machinery of sclf-perpetnation, deliberately
cheatod them of their choiee, and under the
forms of law returned a Legislature of their
own seleetien. Cirenm.tanees oceurring which
promised to makoe this plan abortive, they un-
hesitatingly eall in Federal troops and c¢jeet
from the Legislature a suflicient number of
Couscrvative members to leave their own
party in a wajority. The least the defranded
people could do under such cireumstances was
to protest ngainst the outrage, This they did
with digaity, waking no resistance when forea
was offered,  Upon this Gen, Sherulan asks
the President to proclaim them * panditti,”
and leave to him the business of hanging and
shooting them.

This is the state of the case. Will any one
tell us, in view of it, by what known process
other than revolution the people of Lonisi-
ana can extricate themselves from the elutelies
of the Kellogg party? Is it not worth while
for Congress to look into this matter at once 1
One would naturally suppose so. Dut when a
resolution is offored in the Senate courteously
asking the President for information upon
which to base some action, Senator Roseoe
(Coukling of New-York interposes frivolous
objections, and has it postponed. The foot of
the President i8 on a sovercign State, and
Senatorial servants refuse to let the Peoplo
ask him why., There 18 no way of escape for
Louisiana, aud o eringing set of cowards in
both Houses of Congress look on with bated
breath, and never dare lift up a voice in her
belialf. What has become of the Mey in the
Republican party?

ORGANIZED LTING,

Is there never to be an end of lying? Here
is a great political party already brought down
to defeat after fifteen years of eontinuous
power almost unchecked and unrestrained, try-
ing to perpetuate itself by organized fulsehood
and deception, It is a painful comment upon
the political progress of the past ten ycars
that the representative men—statesmen they
call themselves—of the dominant party have
deliberately set themselvea at work to deceive
the country upon a question of paramount in-
terest to the people, Crowded to the verge
of defeat and eompelled to take some aetion
for self preservation, this is the only method
they can devise—a juggling trick of finance
by which tbey Lope to deceive the country
with a false and empty promise, upon the
atrength of which they will be able to hold
their organization together and keep the party
in power.

“ Always independent in asserting her convictions,
she was fearless in maintaining them, and any one
little understood ber who thoueht her mildness and
perfect good nature proceeded from weakness of
perception or indifference of feeling. She possessed
a gracious disposition to help the nnfortunate, to
further sehemes of benevolence, of educational in-
torest or moral progress, and was conversant with
overy vital measnre having for its end the advanoee-
ment or woll-being of her fellow-creatures, Tler
soviety was always resttul, helpful and inspirmg;
hier eonversation sprightly and ayuwpakhotic; her
tastes emuneutly domestic and feminine.”
